Preventing disclosure m tne primary concern m any sacral operation. In the 
intelligence community Strangs end unusual practices which are easily deniable 
have become common These p radices include tor sumps dispersing crowd* with 
oomo threats and incapacitating a target with virulent flue virus or trenqunixmg 
drugs (A target may be discredited by administration ol a tranquHiZing drug prior to 
an important interview Giving drugs to unwitting Subtects is a weil-r#fined technique 
that is diftcult to erod Identifying an unknown drug m the blood serum can be 
almost impossible > 

It is also standard operating procedure to bug a target's home office and car: sift 
Ihrougn h«s garbage and a* time passes to plant an amiaoie succession of informer* 
m rvs path This is routine It is common aa well to darupt a target * marriage ha too 
business contacts end triend ship* 

Its* herd game A target or even an operator wno stepa too ter out ot line may pay 
for the indiscretion wtlh ha Hie Someone who because ot publicity cen t oe 
eliminated through an “accident' or 'suicide' may be 'attracted* by deliberate 
moucemertl ot a *iow acting terminal ‘lines*
